The Turkish government has ac­ 
cused 
Syria 
of lack

faith” and simultaneously has de­ 
nied violating the Syrian border, 
it was disclosed today. 


A note delivered in Damascus 
yesterday revealed that Turkey 
told the Syrians “secnrity m eas­ 
ures such as troop movements 
and maneuvers within our own 
territory are purely an internal 
affair” and “ no interlcrcnee in 
this field is permissible.” 


The note said no Turkish planes 
had flown over Syrian territory as 
charged by Damascus and that 
“ Turkish arm ed force* have not 
opened fire on Syrian territory or 
population.”

Pointing out that procedure to 
settle border incidents wa* long 
established, the note said Syria * 
recourse to diplomatic channels 
was an “ action which was devoid 
of good faith” and was “ ample 
justification of Turkey’s concern 
about events taking place in Sy­ 
ria.”

In D amascus a Syrian govern­ 
ment official disclosed that Turkey 
had given formal assurances it did 
not plan to attack Syria, but he 
said a Turkish note delivered yes­ 
terday was another example of 
“ interference in our affairs.” 
The statem ent cam e from act­ 
ing Syrian Foreign Minister Khalil 
Kallas. He took exception to the 
wording of the note which said 
Turkey was “ concerned” at tho 
"Syrian attitude” and at “ what is 
taking place in Syria.’’ 


“ We regard this as interference 
in our affairs,” Kallas said.

The propellers of the four-engtnr 
craft were smashed and the Un­ 
derside of the fuselage was ripped 
iii the landing. Gasoline spilled on 
the plane and runway from a hole 
torn in a left wing gas tank, but 
there was no fire. 
Airline officials gave no expla­ 
nation for the 
collapse of the 
landing gear. 


Capt. William Arnold, of Min­ 
neapolis. the pilot, said he was 
coming in for a normal landing 
and anticipated no trouble. 
Passengers said there was no 
panic, but the shower of sparks 
as the plane skidded on the run­ 
way raised fears of a fire. 
All landings and takeoffs at the 
field were delayed until airport 
crews flushed away the gasoline 
spilled on the runway.
